I have lately been considering making application for admission 
to the membership of a secret organization, one of whose requirements 
is that each member shall be a citizen of the United States, or the 
son af'a citizen. 

It occurred to me that my eligibility for membership might 
be questioned on account of this requirement, and I now take the liber- 
ty of addressing you for information on this point. 

I was born in Alaska in 1883 of parents who were always 
referred to as "natives," although each was about one-half white. 

Both were missionaries, sent out by the Presbyterian Board of Home 
Missions, and self-supporting. When old enough, I was sent to the 
Carlisle Indian School, Carlisle, Pa., from which place I was graduated 
in 1899, Since that time I have been entirely self-supporting.. 

These are all the essential facts of the case, and I would 
like to have your opinion in regard to my status as a voter. 

I should also be pleased to receive any literature on this 
subject which your office might. have for gratuitous distribution. 

Your kind attention to this little matter would be very much

IT understand that you have charge of the reindeer of Alaska 
and as I am much interested in them I desire some information in re- 
gard to the Government's method of handling them. 

Last spring I purchased of Mr. Hendrickson two deer and hired 
of the natives through Dr. Lind two more and left Unalakleet on May 
lst for a trip across from Norton Bay to the head of the selawick 
River and on the tributaries of the Koyukuk heading against the Sela- 
wick. I was gone some sixty days and used the deer for packing as 
well as to sleds and am so highly pleased with them that I am desir- 
ous of getting hold of some female deer and trying to get a herd es- 
tablished, for { am: convinced that with the proper handling and break— 
ing that reindeer can be made the most serviceable and satisfying ani- 
mals for use in this country. 
I have been in the country five years and have made many trips 
with dogs and also horses but since using the deer I have no use for 
either dogs or horses. This winter I have been across the country 
from Valdez to Fairbanks and in all the country I have been are I 
find plenty of feed for the deer, In the country I was in last spring 
many of the hills are completely covered with reindeer moss, 
I believe that when properly broken and introduced to the 
pioneers and settlers of Alaska the reindeer as a means of tranéports | 


ing supplies and for travel into the interior will prove one of the 


greatest factors in developing the great mineral resources of Alaska. 
I am desirous of getting a herd started and wish to know 
in what way the Government will aid me in the work. 

I am quite well known in the Seward Peninsula and can furnish 
the best of references. I expect to return to Nome some time in July 
but until that time will be in Fairbanks and vicinity.

My dear Doctor: 

In accordance with your verbal request, I send you the following 
memoranda with reference to a man as assistant teacher and general 
helper at Gambell, St. Lawrence Island, Bering Sea. 

First of all the man should be an earnest Christian with some 
missionary spirit. 

2nd. It is important that he have a strong, rugged constitution. 

3rd. That he be accustomed to hardships, or roughing it. 

4th. That he have at least an ordinary common school education, 
able to read, write and cipher without difficulty. 

5the It is desirable that he should not only be married, but 
take his wife with him. 

6the It is preferable that they should have no children, or 
not more than one or two as there will be no opportunity of giving 
the children such an education as they ought to have. 

7th. He should not be over forty-five or under eighteen years 


of age. 


The Bureau of Education will pay necessary travelling expenses 
to destination, supply a house free of rent and give for the first 
year a salary of $900. If the man likes his work and is efficient 
in it, the salary will be, after the first year, increased to $1.000 
provided he is married. The family supply their own food, clothing, 
fuel,light, bedding,etc., which he can furnish at San Francisco or 
veattle at reasonable prices. 

A schooner is sent every summer to take vp supplies to Gambell, 
so that the freight is also Phaseunnda. At present on the Island 
in addition to the Eskimos , are Dr. and Mrs. Campbell, missionaries, 
two Christian Finlanders and their wives, the Fin ns in charge of 
the reindeer herd. 

The firm of S. Foster & Co., of San Francisco, are expecting to 
establish a store at that place and are looking for a Christian man 
to take charge of the buisness. He will add another to the smail 
Christian society of that place. 

The duties of the assistant will be to take rations to the men 
in charge of the herd about.ionce a month. In summer this trip will 
be taken by a small sail boat along the coaste In the winter the 


trip will be made by dog teams and snow shoes. The distance has 


been about twenty-five miles in the past, but I think that this seas 


son t eee oad may be from thirtyefive to forty miles. 


St. Lawrence Island like New Foundland is surrounded by cod-fish 


banks and the assistant can teach the natives better methods of catche

ing and curing the codfish, We will also be glad if he is compe- 
tent to take part in the work of helping the ahead in case of an 
epidemic of sickness and assist in religious services or in axx other 
words an all round man, ready to turn his hand to almost anything 
that is required of him. 

As the time for this season will be very short after you proe 
cure him, it will probably be necessary for him to pay his own travel- 
ing expenses as far as Seattle, state of Washington. 

At Seattle he can make out a bill for the same and send to the 
U. S.- Bureau of Education, Washington, D. C.,for payment by the U. &. 
Government. 

In his traveling expenses, it is required that each item of the 
expenses, except meals, to send with the bill a receipt for the exe 
penses. The voucher should be made out in duplicate on Government 
paper which I enclose and sworn to before a Notary Public at seattle, 
@ blank for which also is enclosed. 

At Seattle the man will call at the store of the Seattle Harde 
ware Co's, who will make arrangements for him and assist him in fure 
ther journey. To save time probably from New Foundland, the man had 
better buy a through emigrant or tourists ticket from New Foundland, 
by the way of the Canadian Pacific to Seattle, Washington. At 
seattle he can ask the Seattle Hardware Company to arrange for his 
further passage from Seattle to Nome. 

At Nome he can look up Mr. D. W. Mackay, who will assist him 
in arrangements at that place. 


I will send to the Seattle Hardware Company a letter of introe- 


duction to Mr. Mackay and also a letter of introduction to the 
Missionaries on the Bering Sea coast. Tt will also arrange for the 
Revenue Cutter to take the man and his family from Nome down to Ste 
Lawrence Island. 

Not only during the journey to Seattle but while at Seattle and 
his journey to Nome and at Nome, he should keep a careful account 
of his expenses, taking receipts for all moneys paid out, except for 
meals, so that the Government can re-emburse him for his outlay. 

Now with regard to a Christian man to take charge of the store. 
I send you a copy of an offer which Messrs. Foster & Co., made toa 
friend of mine and I think that he made a mistake in declining to 
accept. As the store keeper will not be under the Government, we 
mw can not of course help him to his traveling expenses, but traveling 
with the assistant teacher, referred to in a former part of the lete 
ter, he will get considerable assistance and help on the journey. 

It will be well for him to have a wife, as it is no country for 
an unmarried man. 

In crossing the continent, if they find it more convenient, they 
can go to Portland, Maine and travel on the Grand Trunk of Canada, 
or on the American roads through St. Paul, Minnesota, and from thence 
by the, Northern: Pacific Revs tol. Beatt te. I do not know whether 
there is any difference in the rates or not. 


As soon as you secure the men, kindly telegraph me at the ex- 


pense of this Office, giving the name of the teacher and what family 


he will have with him, also about what time they expect to reach 
seattle.

First. The Missionary must be a member of the Presbytery to which the church or churches under his 


ministry belong, and he is expected to reside within the bounds of his field of labor. 


Second. From the date of this Agreement he is required: (1) To forward to the Treasurer a monthly 
voucher certifying that he has rendered the service called for in the Agreement. (2) At the end of every 
three months to forward to the Secretary a full quarterly report of his ministerial labors, giving details of 
the various departments of work, the encouragements and trials connected therewith, together with any 
facts or suggestions that may be of service to the Board, or of interest to the whole Church. © Blanks for 


monthly vouchers and quarterly reports will be furnished. 


Third. No drafts or orders on the Board will be honored; but on the reception of the monthly voucher, 
the amount of compensation for the month, as determined by this Agreement, will be due, and as soon 
afterward as the funds will warrant, a check for the same will be forwarded by the Treasurer. The payment 
for the last month will be withheld until the Treasurer has received the annual contribution for the Board 


of Home Missions required from the church or churches named in the Agreement. 


Fourth. All contributions made by the people of his charge for the work of the Board shall be forwarded 
direct tothe Treasurer. All remittances are to be made payable to the order of ‘‘ Harvey C. Olin, Treasurer.” 


Fifth. He is required to forward to the Secretary, in time to reach him by the first of April, an 
annual statistical report for the fiscal year ending with that date, or for such portion of that year as. he has 


spent in the service of the Board. An annual blank for this purpose will be furnished.

This is to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of April 5, 
1905. You submit for answer a question regarding your status as a 
citizen of the United States. It appears that you were born in 
Alaska of parents ve were always referred to as natives, although 
each was one-half white. Both were missionaries, sent out by the 
Presbyterian Board of Home Missions, and self-supporting. When old 
enough you were sent,.to the Carlisle Indian School, Carlisle, Penn- 
sylvania, and graduated there in 1899, 

The political or legal status of the natives of Alaska seems 
to be very peculiar. Although the treaty with Russia declared that 
native tribes of Alaska should be subject to such law and regula- 
tions as Congress should prescribe, the political or legal status of 
these people has never been defined by the body. Before the estab- 
lishment of a civil government by the Act of 1884 Alaska was held 
not to be an Indian country, and it has been repeatedly determined 
by the courts that an Alaska native is not a citizen of the United 
States nor an Indian in the sense in which the term is commonly used 
by the courts. The status of the natives has been discussed ina 
numer of opinions and decisions. Their rights seem to be confined 
merely to possession and occupation of the lands upon which they re- 


side. The discussions referred to can be found in 16th Opinions of 


S.. KA Paul.-2.
